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Pine Wars

When you think about the American Revolution, 
do you think of "taxation without representation/' the 
Boston Tea Party, and the Boston Massacre as the principal 
reasons behind the war? They are, of course, the primary 
factors behind the revolution that we are taught in school, 
but a deeply rooted unrest among the colonists would 
grow and branch out during the years that preceded the 
war. 

There is a whole lot more to the story, says 
Rochester Historical Society President Mack Phinney. 

Once upon a time, the landscape in which we now 
dwell was once dominated by ancient, towering Eastern 
White Pines. As the tallest pine species in North America, 
the Eastern White Pine has been called the "Sequoia of the 
northeast", with some that once stood at 250 feet tall and 
five feet wide after 400 hundred years of growth. 

To the Native Americans, the White Pine was 
sacred. To the colonists, the White Pine was vital in 
the economic development of New England's original 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. With its length and girth 
and, of course, its abundance, the White Pine was unlike 
anything the explorers to the New World had ever seen. 

"The explorers from Europe, especially England," 
said Phinney. "They noticed all the pines and were excited 
about it." 

The reason they were excited by the pines, said 
Phinney, is because the British Royal Navy had cut down 
nearly every single tree on the British Isles to build ships. 
The British Royal Navy had to import trees from Norway, 
but its main enemy of the time, the French, would often 
intercept the ships and claim the precious resource for its 
own use. 

According to Phinney, one Captain George 
Weymouth saw the trees and wrote about them, "And 
when he went back to England, he went to the king... and 
the king got all excited about it." 

This, Phinney said, is part of the reason why the 
Pilgrims and early colonists were supported in their intent 
to colonize the New World. 

"A lot of investors saw these resources here and 
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they wanted them, so they... set up the colony so they 
could get the resources and make money off of it. It was 
all about the resources and all the money they could 
make." 

And when there is money involved, there is 
inevitably contention. 

The Eastern White Pine, known as the Weymouth 
Pine in the United Kingdom, was needed badly by the 
British to keep their thousands of naval ships in working 
order with tall masts that needed changing every five 
years. 

"White pines made the best masts of all the trees," 
Phinney said. "They were tall, straight, flexible - had to be 
flexible in the wind... They were relatively lightweight..." 

Lightweight you might ask? Thirty tons is 
considered lightweight? It is when compared to the 
weight of an oak. After the White Pine was cut, dried, and 
processed, it dropped to a weight of a mere 10 tons. And 
you couldn't find oaks that were tall and straight enough 
to make into a sufficient mast. The pines became known 
as "mast pines." 
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The colonists cut, processed, and, after dragging 
the masts down wide, long roads miles long (Think Mast 
Road in Plymouth), they then loaded the pines onto long, 
cumbersome ships and sailed them to England, where the 
navy built ships from them. 

The contention began in 1689 when King George 
decided that he wanted his cut in the economic bounty 
the White Pine offered. 

"This didn't sit well with the colonists," said 
Phinney. "King George became very unpopular with the 
colonists because he would claim everything was his - he 
would make money off of everything." 

Phinney read a snippet from the 1669 Charter of 
the Massachusetts Bay, in which King George ordered 
every tree with a diameter of 24 inches within 10 miles 
of the coast marked with the "King's Broad Arrow" - a 
vertical line topped with an upside-down 'V' - with an 
ax and reserved as the sole property of the British Royal 
Navy. Anyone found felling a mast tree without a license 
would be punished. 

Surveyors were sent from England to mark 
the trees and enforce this new order by seeing that 
only licensed colonists were felling the trees for the 
importation to England for naval shipbuilding. 

"The colonists were cutting trees, preparing them 
to be shipped - they got paid not a lot," said Phinney. 
"And if (the trees) weren't accepted, no money." 

Phinney said one 24-inch wide, 27 -yard long 
mast pine was worth 35 British pounds, "And that's 
pretty good money back then." 

Felling, dragging, and processing the mast pines 
was hard work, said Phinney. There was no exchange of 
money until the product reached the shores of England 
where, sometimes, the lumber would be rejected if it 
failed the inspection of the Royal Navy. Adding to that, 
the colonists were no longer permitted to use the trees for 
their own use. 

"I find it hard to believe that lumbermen from 
Maine, New Hampshire, or Massachusetts... appreciated 
the king coming into what they considered their land, 
marking their trees, telling them they couldn't cut them, 
and then shipping them off to the navy." 
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So what did they do? 

"They started cutting them," said Phinney. "And 
they probably enjoyed it." 

The colonists were often dressed as Indians when 
they fell the pines, Phinney said. "The king wasn't happy 
with it." 

There were a number of skirmishes between 
colonists and British deputy surveyors there to hunt down 
violators of the king's charter, ultimately leading to what 
is known as "The White Pine War" that started in Weare, 
New Hampshire. 

"The White Pine tree played a great role in the 
Revolutionary War, before and after," said Phinney. 

Many flags and state seals featured the White 
Pine, and even coins dating back to 1652 featured the 
White Pine. 

"They were very important to these people," said 
Phinney.

This Mattapoisett Life

There is one thought that sustains the winter- 
weary soul through darkness and cold - that summer will 
come again. But like a small child waiting from Christmas 
Day or birthday gifts, the wait can feel very long. Some of 
those gray cold days are eternities. 

But summer did come, and with it, my desire to 
get in the saltwater and paddle around doing my best 
imitation of a dog swimming. 

Injuries and surgeries make swimming like a 
normal person impossible for me. Instead I've adapted a 
method for staying afloat with some forward propulsion. 
As advised by the surgeon, "You can do a modified 
version of the doggy paddle." 

My first attempt after back surgery in 2018 went 
surprisingly well. I felt comfortable, relatively pain- 
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free and totally at peace being in the water. The second 
attempt was nearly a disaster, when I learned that my 
overall weakness - due to lack of muscle tone - made 
swimming at Ned's Point "off limits". The ebb and flow 
of the water there was much too strong. As I attempted to 
get up on the tiny beach from the water, I had to crawl on 
my hands and knees. Not pretty to say the least. Lesson 
learned; I'd have to stick with the calm waters of town 
beach. 

Studying the tide chart, I plan my day so that I 
can take advantage of the high tides. Since I was a little 
kid learning how to swim at Onset Beach, high tide draws 
me to the water like the gravitational pull of the moon on 
the earth's oceans. In those early years, it was primarily 
because at low tide you could see and feel the huge 
patches of eel grass and other seaweeds swaying under 
the surface. I thought they were "icky." Sad to report that 
by the time I was a grown woman taking my son there to 
swim, most of those important plants were gone. Human 
impact, no doubt. 

Nowadays I imagine I'm a bit of a sight. I'm 
that white-haired woman wearing a tattered lime green 
baseball cap and a wetsuit, supported by a walking stick. 

I hobble across the hot beach sand carefully placing one 
foot after the other until I reach a spot along the Barstow 
wharf stonewall where I can leave the stick and towel. 

Little children are great. They laugh and splash 
and basically ignore me as they cavort along the shoreline 
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challenging their beseeching mother's pleas: "Please don't 
splash me!" If it were possible - if I could enter a time 
machine - I'd turn the dial to 1975 and let my precious 
little boy splash water on me to his heart's content. He 
was never allowed to do so back in the day. More's the 
pity. 

The ladies who take up their traditional 
sunbathing spots on the beach, some who have done so 
for decades, give me a small acknowledging smile as if to 
say, "Bless her heart - at least she's trying." But just about 
everyone else is caught up in the joy of the high tide at 
summertime as I am. There is joy in the air. 

Gliding out towards the raft where teenage boys 
and girls laugh and remind each other not to swear, 
"There's a lady right there - she'll hear you," I slice along. 
Continuing on my way across I leave their sound bite 
and their youthful banter that holds them, for a moment, 
in suspended animation. The future doesn't matter right 
now. My future is right over there, about 25 yards away. 
It's my favorite buoy, one that helps to support the ropes 
denoting the swim area. I hang out there suspended in 
seawater, allowing the zero-gravity sensation to heal my 
body and soul. 

It takes me a good ten minutes to cut across the 
water, slowly scissoring my legs sufficiently to stay above 
the waterline and make modest forward movement, while 
using my arms and hands to pull and push the water 
away from my torso. I look quite silly no doubt. But I feel 
so good. 

I drift for some minutes at my buoy, studying the 
relationship of cloud and sea, of how the moored boats 
seem to float above the waterline from this vantage point, 
of how voices carry across the water, across time. 

I hear the voices of those who have left this 
mortal coil. Some were my contemporaries, some 
were family. They all take a turn at the beach with me. 
Fragments of conversations. I'm forgetting what some 
of their voices sounded like. Gone now, but they have 
left their lasting impressions. Yet the tone of their voices 
is becoming my voice. I'm not hearing them so much as 
remembering what they said. I wonder if they would be 
pleased to know what I remember and that it is, in fact.

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me who is holding their candle. 

The boatyard shuttles daytrippers to and from 
the wharf. They are burdened with pounds of supplies, 
towels and sandwiches. Our forefathers would have 
deemed their clobber enough for a week-long journey into 
the unknown wilds of the west. These folks are only going 
to Martha's Vineyard or Wareham. "Heave ho matey!" 

I think of the shoreline along Water Street where 
once the sounds were all of people beavering away at 
shipbuilding, shop keeping, fishing. Now we relax by 
those once industrious spaces with leisure time to burn. 

I side-slice my way towards the wharf as the 
high tide washes to the shoreline. The effort is my attempt 
to keep muscles and bones, ligaments and tendons 
expanding and contracting in a healthy manner forever. 
The reality of what my forever may really amount to isn't 
part of my internal discussions, not now, not when I'm 
free and moving so effortlessly. 

Too soon my internal alarm clock says I've dallied 
in the water long enough. Climbing ever so slowly up 
the sandy slope back to the here and now, it's like being 
pulled from a spacecraft and feeling the intense gravity of 
the earth for the first time in many days. I explore inner 
space however, a cerebral journey where reality is briefly 
suspended and weightlessness is a gift from the hightide 
by way of the moon. 

Town Meeting Adopts 'Airbnb' Tax, Fees 

Marion Special Town Meeting

Voters attending the Marion Fall Special Town 
Meeting on October 21 addressed 22 articles on the 
warrant, with three articles related to short-term rental 
taxes and fees resulting in the closest votes leading to 
three hand counts. 

Article 6 was to adopt the provisions of M.G.L. 
Chapter 64G Section 3A, to impose a six percent local 
excise tax on short-term rentals like Airbnb rentals and 
bed and breakfasts, inns, and motels. But not everyone 
was as enthusiastic to begin regulating something one 
resident later said currently "works well." 

The state already imposes a 6.75 percent tax on 


short-term rentals, and Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
explained that an additional local excise would bring 
in revenue that could go toward the town's operating 
budget. When one resident asked what the residents 
would be getting out of the new tax, McGrail said 
public safety mostly benefit, as the town would assume 
regulating and inspecting the rentals to "make sure 
they're all up to code". 

But one resident's concern was that adding a six 
percent tax would reduce the rentability of a property by 
six percent. "You're doing it because you can," he said. 

"I really don't know what it's doing for the benefit of the 
town." 

Town Counsel Barbara Carboni made it clear that 
hotels have always been taxed, and now the only change 
would be adding short-term rental. 

The vote was too close for the town moderator, so 
a hand count was called resulting in an official 76-32 vote 
in favor of adoption. 

Then onto Article 7, an additional three percent 
fee on "community impact" from "professionally 
managed rental units." Thirty-five percent of that fee must 
be set aside for affordable housing and infrastructure 
projects, McGrail said, and the fee from Article 7 applies 
only to hotel or bed and breakfast lodging. It was Article 
8 that would impose a community impact fee of three 
percent on those Airbnb type rentals. 

Resident Sandria Parsons asked how many of 
these lodgings currently exist in Marion, to which McGrail 
replied, "We don't know." 

McGrail said, "The reason we don't know, is that 
all short-term rentals are registered with the state, not 
with the town." 

"It's kind of an unusual," said Parsons. "I mean, 
we don't have hotels in our town, so it's sort of an 
unusual thing to start planning for." 

"There's a lot of dots when you look at the 
map of Marion (online) and we don't know if those are 
professionally (or privately) managed," said McGrail. 
"They don't register with town hall; they register with the 
state." 

"So we're going to be voting on something that 
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we don't even know that exists in the town," Parsons said. 

Resident Toby Byrne said he thought the short¬ 
term rental business has already "been going pretty well." 

He said, "It allows people to rent their houses 
out for the summers so that they can pay their taxes and 
their mortgages." It also provides visitors and extended 
families places to stay in the absence of hotels. 

"If anything, during the summertime you can't 
find enough summer rentals," he said, "so the fact that 
we're talking about putting tax, attacking a system that's 
worked pretty well for a long period of time... I certainly 
don't think we should start regulating them at the next 
town meeting." 

This vote definitely needed a hand count, which 
resulted in a close call of 57-48. 

Article 8 that followed to impose a three percent 
community impact fee on the other short-term rentals in 
town also passed by a close margin of 63-43 after another 
hand count. 

The fee applies to any rental located within a two- or 
three-family dwelling that includes the operator's primary 
residence. 

The other article garnering more discussion 
that night was Article 1 to appropriate $25,000 from the 
Waterways Account to fund a feasibility study for a new 
harbormaster building at 1 Island Wharf Road. 

The hope is to fund the study and then eventually 
receive grants to help fund the project. Harbormaster

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Isaac Perry said $1 million to $2 million in grant funding 
could be awarded to the town. 

"Grants could fund most, if not all, of the project," 
Perry said. 

If the town does not receive any grant money, the 
project would not move forward. 

"But we think it's something that we should go 
after," said Selectman John Waterman. 

The article passed. 

Other articles that passed: 

Article 2 authorized the Board of Selectmen to 
sell the Atlantis Drive building, which was appraised at 
$600,000. The article passed with just a handful of nays. 

Article 3 was to supplement Article 20 of the 2018 
Annual Town Meeting Warrant to install epoxy floors 
in the apparatus room of the Spring Street fire station, 
transferring the funds from a prior 2016 Annual Town 
Meeting appropriation from Article 17. 

Article 4 was for $44,573 for a new fire tanker 
truck to be funded by prior Town Meeting appropriations 
from 2014, 2016, and 2017: $9,676.60; $10,798; and $24,099, 
respectively. 

Article 5 was to transfer $30,400 from the Capital 
Stabilization Fund to fund the study and design of an 
emergency access/egress drive from Route 6 to Sippican 
School. The article prompted some to question why the 
drive could be used as another daily egress route to 
alleviate the traffic at the school during the morning drop¬ 
off. 

"It's really difficult... to get the kids in and out 
of the school with our current set up," said resident Dan 
Crete. "Perhaps it might make some sense to take a step 
back and assess our everyday access... It really is difficult 
to get the kids in and out of the school, especially in 
inclement weather." 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail said the matter 
could be looked at during the study and design process. 

Town Meeting voters approved Article 9 to 
authorize the town administrator to begin the process of 
withdrawing from the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional 
Refuse Disposal District. Some residents were concerned 
about the fate of the Benson Brook transfer station once 
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the town withdraws from the CMWRRDD, but as part 
of the withdrawal negotiations, Marion will once again 
acquire the property and hopefully be able to keep the 
station operating at least on a part-time basis. 

Article 10 was supported by the Planning Board 
and approved by voters to allow the rezoning of three 
parcels of land off Front Street containing about 0.20 
acres, 0.37 acres, and 9.80 acres from current zoning in 
Residence A and C to General Business. 

The rest of the articles pertained to amending 
the Code of the Town of Marion, and all passed with 
the exception of one, which was ultimately passed over 
due to a clerical error, and another that was indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article 21 sought to redefine "hazardous or toxic 
material" and "volume" as it pertains to calculating the 
volume of habitable space of a structure. However, as 
former selectman Jon Henry pointed out, the proposed 
amendment wording was incorrect. Instead of excluding 
"uninhabitable" space from the total volume of habitable 
space, the amendment stated, "Attics and inhabitable 
basements shall not be calculated as habitable space." 
Inhabitable and habitable both mean the same thing. 

Article 12 would have clarified the matter of the 
use of potable water but was passed over at the Planning 
Board's request. 

The remaining bylaw amendment articles 
that passed by the required two-thirds majority are as 
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follows: Article 11 to amend the Code of the Town of 
Marion Chapter 210 to clarify that two unregistered cars 
or trucks may be stored on one residential property at a 
time, and no unregistered vehicles may be stored on the 
front lawn; Article 14 to revise the table of principal uses 
to insert missing letters in the table; Article 15 to insert 
wording into a blank section to clarify the requirements 
for accessory structures or vegetation that block sight 
lines at intersections; Article 16 to change the wording 
from multifamily residences to multifamily residential 
housing and strikes language pertaining to open space 
requirements to make it more concise; Article 17 was a 
revision to the Flood Hazard District; Article 18 revised 
the Water Supply Protection District bylaw by moving up 
one section to become the introduction; Article 19 made 
two administrative changes to renumber sections of the 
Surface Water District; Article 20 made one administrative 
change in the numbering and lettering of a section of the 
Applicability of minor and major site plan review; Article 
22 was amended to clarify that roof-mounted solar panel 
screening is not required. 


Mattapoisett Voters Pass All Articles, 

But Not Easily 

Mattapoisett Fall Special Town Meeting

On October 21,127 Mattapoisett voters 
participated in the purest form of the democratic process. 
Town Meeting, to decide the fate of 20 Fall Special Town 
Meeting warrant articles. 

Generally speaking, a special town meeting is a 
time to fill in budgetary shortfalls or other spending needs 
not known or addressed during the spring Annual Town 
Meeting. 

The Fall Special Town Meeting on this night was a 
bit different. 

Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
framed the meeting saying that the main point was 
to allocate certified free cash to those budgetary line 
items that fell short. She also stated that " one-time" 
expense items are also handled at this time of the year, 
given that free cash has been verified and those items. 
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especially those on the Capital Plan that were put to the 
side awaiting verification, could now be presented for 
consideration. 

Donoghue also pointed out that half of all free 
cash was slated for various stabilization funds via articles 
in the warrant. 

Before town meeting advanced to financial 
articles. Article 3, a Home Rule Petition for cost-sharing 
of the Old Rochester Regional school resource officer was 
discussed. 

Sponsored by the Board of Selectmen, the article 
asked voters to approve a Home Rule that would allow 
Mattapoisett to share the cost of funding a school resource 
officer at Old Rochester Regional with Marion and 
Rochester, a $74,000 expense that Mattapoisett has solely 
born for a number of years. 

That article passed unanimously, 110-0, but earlier 
that same night the Rochester Board of Selectmen would 
discuss the validity of the Home Rule Petition and the 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education's 
determination that the Home Rule Petition was the wrong 
avenue for splitting the SRO cost between the member 
towns. 

In a follow-up email with Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne, he said that regardless of the mechanism 
utilized to recoup some of the cost from Marion and 
Mattapoisett, "[I]t's not unreasonable for the other 
towns to pony-up", and that students from all three 
towns were being protected. He said a verbal agreement 
that took place some time ago between the three town 
administrators and three police chiefs should be honored. 

Article 5 asked the voters to allow the Board of 
Selectmen to establish a seven-member committee for 
the purpose of evaluating the future space needs of the 
local schools and the town hall. The committee would 
be charged with studying the costs associated with 
having two elementary schools versus one, whether a 
vacated school might be used as a future town hall, or if 
the current town hall could be renovated and the costs 
associated with each option. Public comment was brisk. 

Resident Sarah Storer questioned why the schools 
were being lumped together with the town hall study and 
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wondered if it was a foregone conclusion that town offices 
would one day be relocated to a vacated school. 

Liz Milde said this was the first time she was 
hearing about such a possibility and questioned why 
this was being brought up at a fall special town meeting 
versus the Annual Town Meeting, which, historically, 
would have more voters in attendance. 

School Committee member James Muse said this 
matter had not been discussed by the school committee, 
either, and wondered at restrictions placed on the use of 
schools based on how past renovations and structural 
improvements had been funded. While admitting that 
overall school attendance had been on a steady downturn. 
Muse said that did not constitute "an exodus." He asked 
that anything coming out of such a study be "non- 
binding." 

Milde asked for two amendments to the article. 
One amendment could establish the committee with 
five members being appointed by the School Committee 
instead of the selectmen. This was defeated 58-35. The 
second amendment asked that the study's results be 
brought to the voters in May 2021. That amendment 
carried 78-7. 

There was a move by Michelle Bernier to 
indefinitely postpone the article to effectively kill it on 
town meeting floor. That was also defeated. Article 5 was 
carried with the May 2021 amendment in a vote of 99-28. 

But possibly the biggest surprise of the night was 
indeed related to finances and spending when Charles 
"Chuck" McCullough was invited to the podium by 
moderator John "Jack" Eklund to share his comments on 
Article 9, an amendment to the fiscal year 2020 budget. 

The article asked voters to approve tax levy 
spending of $27,500 to increase salaries for the Board of 
Health by $7,500, the Fire Department by $10,000, and 
Town Building for $10,000. 

McCullough said he had spent the weekend 
reviewing town employee wages and benefits. He said he 
used FY20 figures and determined that, over the past 10 
years, the town's budget had increased by 42.5 percent, 
or $9.8 million. He said that equated to an average 
spending of $90,000 "each day of the year." He continued 
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on reading from prepared notes, saying that employee 
benefit costs will hit $4.1 million this year, which he 
classified as an 82-percent increase over the past 10 years. 

McCullough stated that the $27,500 being asked 
for in Article 9 would come to $300,000 over the next 10 
years. He said he wasn't questioning the need or value of 
the request, but instead that the level of spending planned 
was not sustainable. At this rate, he projected, in the next 
ten years the town budget would increase by another 42 
percent, another $13.5 million, pushing the total budget to 
more than $46 million or $7,200 annually "for every man, 
woman, and child residing in Mattapoisett." 

McCullough ended his comments by asking 
those in attendance, "Can we afford this article?" As 
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he returned to his seat, there was muted but noticeable 
applause. 

Gagne responded in a follow-up by saying he 
welcomed the opportunity to delve into the comments 
made by McCullough, to sit down with him and the 
town's finance team, and come up with data that either 
supported his comments or otherwise "evaluated the 
veracity of the data." 

Diane Perry asked from the floor for the indefinite 
postponement of Article 9 to grant further study. No one 
seconded her motion. The article carried 66-8. 

Article 1 carried 89-1 to grant veterans and their 
families tax relief. Article 2, which carried 95-5, grants 
board members the right to vote on matters if they are 
not present at a meeting and certify they have reviewed 
any and all documents associated with the matters before 
them and may only be used when one meeting and not 
consecutive missed meetings. 

Article 4, a Home Rule Petition, carried 
unanimously and would allow the town to assess as 
personal property a solar or wind system capable of 
producing 25 kilowatts. This Home Rule Petition, if 
approved by the state, would close a loophole in current 
regulations that might allow alternative energy producers 
to pay nothing in the way of taxes. 

Article 6 carried 126-1 and allows the town to 
accept a gift of land from Robert Gingras for property 
situated near Old Hammondtown School and the Knights 
of Columbus Hall. 

Article 7 appropriating $500,000 from certified 
free cash to the Town Stabilization Fund carried 127-0. 
Article 8 also carried 127-0 to spend $50,000 to fund the 
creation of a new Master Plan. 

Article 10, to supplement the FY20 budget, 
carried 89-2 in the amount of $167,000 from certified free 
cash, with the large sums of $40,000 each going to Reserve 
Fund and Accrued Liability Funding. 

Several Capital Improvement projects were 
funded via Article 11, which carried 89-2 for a total of 
$62,000 with $15,000 going to town building repairs, 
$25,000 to town buildings and school infrastructure 
appraisals, and $22,000 to the Highway Department to 
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replace lawn and snow removal equipment. 

Article 12 and 13 carried 85-5 for the funding 
of waterfront improvements at $75,000, and funding 
design, engineering, and bidding work for $50,000 for 
the town landfill proposed to be used for a solar array for 
municipal purposes, harbor improvements and repairs to 
Long Wharf, and OSH A Workplace Safety Compliance. 

Article 14 carried 87-2 allowing for library and 
clerical non-union wage and step increases for two 
administrative positions and other library personnel. 

Article 15, the American Legion agreement, 
garnered a bit of discussion as it asked voters to authorize 
the selectmen to enter into an agreement to acquire 
the property. Questions were raised as to the current 
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structural condition of the former schoolhouse with Bill 
Cantor, an abutter, saying that the neighbors did not think 
those using the building were "good neighbors." He said 
that cars were being parked on neighboring lawns, there 
was trash and noise, and that it's "an inappropriate use at 
this location." 

An amendment from the floor to roll this into a 
wider study granted earlier in the evening versus accepting 
the building and paying for a new roof for the sum of 
$15,000 from free cash was defeated. The article narrowly 
passed 42-40. 

Easements addressed in Article 16 for drainage 
systems, and Article 17 for powerlines carried, 80-0 and 
79-1, respectively. Another easement. Article 18, for access 
easements for Tinkham Forest, brought a bit of levity to the 
proceedings when Gagne said the reason the article was 
included now was because he had been working on this 
matter his entire 10-year tenure as town administrator and 
he wanted it finished before he retired in the coming weeks. 

There was some discussion regarding the trails and 
a nearly complete rewrite of the article by Gagne after Dave 
Andrews noted that access by the public into the forest 
should be as useful as "the original ancient trails." The 
article was amended to accept improved language, carrying 
70-0. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer cut to the chase on Article 
19 when he loudly proclaimed, "We want to put solar up 
at the landfill." He said it would be a win-win for the town 
and at that location was "out of sight, out of mind." The 
article carried 70-0. 

And finally. Article 20, Mattapoisett Public Works 
improvement bond, asked voters to approve $2,535,000 
for several big-ticket projects - a bridge replacement 
on Acushnet Road at $375,000, and infrastructure 
improvements to Industrial Drive, including pedestrian 
and bicycling lanes crossing North Street and continuing 
to the end of Industrial Drive to the Marion line, with the 
town's share being $1,665,000. However, the project would 
not be executed unless and until the town receives grants 
totaling over $2 million. 

Also included in the article will be the construction 
of an east entrance for the new fire station, and signal 
lights on Route 6 at a total of $275,000. Collyer noted that 
this part of the article could be covered by a grant being 
sought in the amount of $300,000. Engineering and bidding 
for roadway improvements were also included for the 
sum of $70,000, and other engineering and design work 
for $150,000 for drainage systems needed for Holly Lane, 
Wildwood Terrace, Knollwood Drive, and subdivisions off 
North Street. 

Rochester Contests Legality of 
Mattapoisett's Home Rule Petition 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

October 21 was the night of the fall special town 
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meetings for Marion and Mattapoisett, but that evening 
during the regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen, Rochester Town Administrator Suzanne 
Szyndlar called out an article on Mattapoisett's warrant 
- a Home Rule Petition aimed at splitting the cost of a 
school resource officer at Old Rochester Regional - as 
irrelevant. 

Mattapoisett's Home Rule Petition - a request 
from a city or town for a new type of power from the state 
legislature - sought to require Marion and Rochester to 
split the cost of an SRO three ways. 

"Mattapoisett wants Marion and Rochester to 
send payments for an SRO directly to Mattapoisett as part 
of an additional annual assessment," explained Szyndlar. 
"They feel that having this spelled out in a new special 
law would make it clear for all towns to share in the cost." 

According to Szyndlar, both Marion and 
Rochester believed that cost should be funded as part of 
each town's annual assessment to be paid for as part of 
the ORR school budget. 

Szyndlar said she spoke with Rochester's town 
counsel and with representatives from the Massachusetts 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education 
(DESE) for clarification on the legality of Mattapoisett's 
article. 

"They stated that there is no provision in the 
regional school agreement allowing for any operating 
costs to be approved or apportioned outside the budget 
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process," Szyndlar told the board. "The cost of an SRO 
may not be added or apportioned through a Home Rule 
Petition of a single member town or, for that matter, by 
all member towns, because that would be outside the 
statutory budget process." 

"We told them we'd support it in the past," said 
Selectman Brad Morse. 

But forcing Rochester to pay through a Home 
Rule petition, said Selectman Greenwood "Woody" 
Hartley, "Mattapoisett doesn't have the right to do that to 
us." 


"If it's against the rules, why would you want to 
do it?" asked Selectmen Chairman Paul Ciaburri. 

Szyndlar said she had only just received the 
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correspondence from DESE that day and had spoken with 
Doug White, superintendent of schools, to inform him. 

That evening, Mattapoisett voters did approve the 
Home Rule petition article. 

In a follow-up email the next morning. Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne stated, "Regardless of the 
mechanism, the original agreement between the three town 
administrators and three police chiefs that the cost of the 
safety officer be shared should be honored. 

"Children from all three towns are being 
protected," continued Gagne. "It is not unreasonable for 
the other towns to pony-up their share of the original 
agreement. Whatever documentation is necessary, home 
rule or otherwise, should be drafted." 

Szyndlar stated during the meeting that Rochester 
would have no problem funding the SRO, but it must be 
done properly within the budget process. 

In other business, the board signed a letter in 
support of an updated version of the town's Green 
Community Energy Reduction Plan to submit to the state 
after a couple changes needed to be made to the plan. 

Once Rochester is designated as a Green 
Community it will be eligible for up to $900,000 in grants 
over the next five years to help the town reduce its carbon 
footprint while spending less on energy. 

"That's a great start for us," said Hartley. "That's 
wonderful. That's what we were hoping for." 

In related news, Szyndlar announced the Rochester 
had received $5,400 from the Sustainable Materials 
Recovery Program that will go toward a mattress collection 
container at the highway barn as part of the town's 
recycling program. 

Also during the meeting, the board renewed its 
annual contract with the Lakeville Animal Shelter, and 
signed the warrant for the November 18 Fall Special Town 
Meeting scheduled for 7:00 pm at Rochester Memorial 
School. 

The Board of Assessors asked the selectmen to 
continue its tax classification hearing until November 4. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for November 4 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 
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FinCom Looks Ahead to Budget Season 

Marion Finance Committee

Town Administrator Jay McGrail on October 16 
gave the Marion Finance Committee some hope for a 
smooth and sensible start to the fiscal year 2020 budget 
season. 

The greatest concern for the Finance Committee 
has always been the timeliness of the school budgets, 
specifically the Old Rochester Regional school budget 
since, as FinCom Chairman Peter Winters put it, "It's hard 
to make decisions on the other items, you know, until you 
have those budgets in." 

Winters said the Finance Committee usually 
receives its department budgets by the end of December, 
while ORR submits its later in February or March. 

McGrail said the timeline for his first ride at the 
Marion budget rodeo is for all departments to submit 
their budgets before Christmas, review them with the 
finance director, and then get them to the FinCom as 
soon as possible. The schools, he said, should have their 
budgets to him by February 1, he said. 

"That's better than in the past from what I've 
been told," said McGrail. 

McGrail said he would be a sitting member of the 
ORR budget subcommittee and work with them under 
the guidelines of the "two percent" increase. 

McGrail then advocated for an additional 
Department of Public Works position to assist DPW 
Director David Willet in the management of the roughly 
20 capital projects slated for the next three years, 
representing a cumulative total of "upwards and over 
$200 million," McGrail told the committee. 

The position would provide another level of 
management between Willet and the division foremen 
and the new hire would perform the majority of the 
project management that the town has historically 
outsourced to engineering consultants. 

"That's what's happened in Marion for decades," 
said McGrail. "We depend on engineers and project 
managers... to oversee the projects, and what's happened 
is... problems, constantly." 
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He described a recent blunder with the County 
Road water main project that was under the management 
of a consultant. According to McGrail, when the trenches 
were backfilled, care was not taken to ensure that the 
valves would align with the valve keys. The work had to 
be torn up and redone, he said. 

"We had no Town of Marion staff that oversees 


that project and manages staff," said McGrail. 

Funding for the position could be split three 
ways among the three DPW departments through savings 
incurred from fewer staff members than the budget 
provided and "Water Department efficiencies," McGrail 
said. 


The bottom line is, according to McGrail, the 
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potential savings from this new position funded at $80,000 
annually would be "ridiculous." 

"Makes a lot of sense," said Baldwin. 

McGrail said he also had a plan to save employees 
and the town 14 percent in healthcare costs by increasing 
the healthcare deductible from $0 to $250. 

"There's more savings in that 14 percent than if 
they max out that deductible," said McGrail. 

"Well, thanks for keeping us in the loop of 
things," said Winters, "That's something we haven't had 
in the past." 

"It's refreshing," said Baldwin. 

Also during the meeting. Winters stated that ORR 
was still running at a deficit of about $200,000, "And there 
may be a bigger deficit," he said. 

Winters said School Choice numbers have 
decreased, resulting in a reduction of revenue. Chapter 70 
funding has also gone down, he said, and more students 
are opting to attend private, vocational, or charter schools 
over ORR. 

Winters commented that the FY20 ORR budget 
should reflect no more than a two percent increase, "And 
no adds to staff," he said. 

"The overall message," said Finance Committee 
member Margie Baldwin, "is we want to keep things at 
the two percent... [but] we will listen to anybody who has 
a reasonable case to present otherwise."

Rochester Planning Board

Rochester Town Planner Steve Starrett alluded 
to a new real estate interest in the Limited Commercial 
District during the Rochester Planning Board meeting on 
October 16, forested property that was once the proposed 
location for a contentious solar farm plan that ultimately 
failed to come to fruition. 

Starrett told the board with some reserve that a 
real estate company inquired about the parcel, which is 
located within the town center Historic District; he did 
confirm that the business interest was not for a solar farm. 

During a follow-up after the meeting, Starrett said 
the broker had expressed an interest in the property and 
asked Starrett, "So, what could we do with it?" 

Whoever it is, said Planning Board Chairman 
Arnie Johnson, they better be prepared to conduct an 
archeological survey. 

"That's what stopped it," said Johnson. 

Starrett listened with interest, as he assumed the 
town planner position well after the 2015 NextSun Energy 
solar project that garnered a wave of opposition from 
residents. 

"That's actually turtle habitat over there, too," 
added Johnson before giving Starrett a brief history of the 
rise and fall of the solar project plan. 

As Johnson put it, the "pissing match" between 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission and the 
Natural Heritage and Endangered Species Program was 
what eventually halted the project. The Massachusetts 
Historical Commission wanted to dig holes for an 
archeological survey, but the NHESP opposed the digging 
due to the presence of endangered turtles and the site 
being designated as a turtle habitat. 

"They were fighting amongst themselves and 
it killed it, so whoever... will face the same issue," said 
Johnson. 

Starrett explained that as it stands now, very few 
things could feasibly done with the over 10-acre lot that 
could be potentially lucrative and also be approved by all 
the parties involved in the process. 

In other matters, the board reviewed its draft 
decision to grant approval to Rochester Farms, LLC 
owned by Craig Canning for a large-scale solar farm off 
Marion Road. The board will take a formal vote during a 
special meeting scheduled for Thursday, October 31. 

The public hearing for an age-restricted housing 
development on Rounseville Road beside Plumb Corner 
has again been continued until the November 12 meeting 
at the applicant's request. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for October 31 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 
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ZBA Denies Special Permit

a rather routine application for a Special Permit to build 
a single stall garage; however, the public hearing resulted 
in the Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals denying the 
request. 


truck, especially during the winter. Cabeceiras said that 
given Kirkland's advancing age and mobility issues, 
having the garage space would relieve the homeowner 
from having to clean snow off his truck. 

The existing structure is situated near a door to 
the residence, further granting Kirkland easy access to his 
truck. 

Cabeceiras noted that the application, if granted, 
would not make the shed structure or extension "less 
compliant." 

But the plan brought out abutter Sarah Storer 
whose home is located in close proximity to Kirkland's 
property. 

Storer said that Kirkland had not shared his 
plans with her prior to the filing, so she had not had 
time to discuss the matter outside the hearing. She said 
the extension as described would block sunlight from 
entering her kitchen. 

"The kitchen is the heart of our home," Storer 
said, where her family spent all their time. She feared 
not only the blocking of sunlight through her kitchen 
windows, but a view that would now be the exterior wall 
of the garage. "Can't we come up with an alternative?" 
she asked. Storer would ask for compromises several 
times during the hearing, while expressing her desire not 
to stop Kirkland from having a garage. 

ZBA members Mary Anne Borgan and Tony 
Tranfaglia reviewed the drawings and wondered if the 
garage could be placed somewhere else on the property, 
as ZBA member Colby Rottler wondered aloud if 
decreasing the length by five feet would work. 

Cabeceiras said that placing a garage somewhere 
else on the property would cost more than the plan he 
presented, but that he could "cut off five feet" of the 
extension. 

ZBA member Kenneth Pacheco said, "He's 
basically kind of handicapped... We have to weigh both 
sides." 


Kirkland's contractor, David Cabeceiras, 
explained that it was not really an application for the 
construction of a new single-stall garage, but instead 
a request to extend an existing shed by 25 feet. The 
extension would give Kirkland a place to put his new 


Yet, Storer insisted that the shed extension would 
be detrimental to her family's enjoyment of their kitchen 
and continued to ask for compromises. 

Tranfaglia suggested a continuance to give the 
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two parties time to discuss matters privately and try to 
work out a plan that would satisfy both. He also said he 
was willing to make a site visit and help with that process 
if Kirkland would agree. 

But Cabeceiras said time was of the essence, given 
the coming winter season, prompting Brogan to respond, 
"You should have started sooner." 

Andy Bobola, building inspector, asked the board 
to explain the ramifications of voting on the application 
versus continuing the hearing. 

After explaining that the denial of the Special 
Permit would mean that Kirkland could not return 
for two years, there was a silence; but he could file a 
Repetitive Petition with the Planning Board if he came up 
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with a new plan. 

If the Planning Board agreed that the new plan 
was "substantially changed" from the original filing, 
Kirkland could return to the ZBA. Otherwise, it would be 
two years before the ZBA would entertain another filing. 

Kirkland, shook his head 'no' when asked if he 
wanted a continuance. The vote was called. 

Rottler voted to grant the Special Permit, 
contingent upon a 20-percent reduction in the extension, 
as requested. Akin and Pacheco also voted to approve. 
Brogan and Tranfaglia voted 'no'. 

There ensued some question as to whether or not 
the Special Permit had been approved with Akin asking, 
"So it passed, right?" 

Bobola said it had not, since it required at 4-1 vote 

to pass. 

As Storer left the meeting, she said to Kirkland, 
"I'm sorry. Bob." 

Kirkland appeared stunned as he followed 
Cabeceiras out of the meeting room. 

The other hearing coming before the ZBA was for 
a Special Permit for the construction of a family-related 
apartment, filed by Craig and Julie Letourneau of 21 
Driscoll Lane. 

After a brief description of the project, and 
with the stipulations that the addition be used solely by 
family members and that the Special Permit could not 
be conveyed to future new owners, the ZBA granted the 
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Special Permit. 

The hearing for the Special Permit for the 
proposed construction of a solar array off Bowman Road 
filed by Next Grid Bowman of San Francisco, California 
was continued until November 21 at the applicant's 
request

MCAS Scores Prompt Sippican To Reassess 

Marion School Committee

On October 16, the Marion School Committee 
reviewed the 2019 MCAS scores for Sippican School. 

This is the second year into the next generation 
MCAS. How schools score on the MCAS is no longer 
evaluated solely on performance, but on accountability 
and progress as well. 

The Department of Education's report takes into 
consideration achievement, growth, and chronic absences. 
These scores are then averaged out with the performance 
and growth of the lowest 25 percent of performing 
students. 

This means that even if a school academically 
performed identical to the prior year, they could earn less 
points on their overall report due to a lack of growth, or 
higher targets set by the state. This is what Sippican saw 
on Wednesday. 

"While we stayed stagnant with scores from 
last year, we didn't get the growth or accountability 
points," said Principal Marla Sirois. "We are meeting and 
achieving significantly above the state. The growth drops 
a little when you think about where the state had to grow 
and where we had to grow to meet those standards." 

Sippican's scores indicated a slight drop in 
performance across the board in the areas of mathematics, 
science, and EL A; an improvement in the lower 25 
percentile in EL A and mathematics brought up Sippican's 
overall achievement score. 

"We need to take into consideration that each and 
every year they set targets," said Superintendent Douglas 
White. "And they are set according to how we did in 
previous years." 

A score of zero or one represents no change, a two 
represents improvement, a three means targets are met, 
and a four means that a school is exceeding the target. 

The goal is to earn a 75 percent or higher, meaning that all 
targets are met. 

In the growth category, Sippican received a 
1/4 for ELA and a 2 / 4 for math. The lowest 25 percent 
received a 1 /4 and 3/4. In the chronic absenteeism 
section, Sippican received a 3/4 with the lowest 25 
percent receiving a 4 / 4. 

Overall, Sippican received a target percentage of 
35 percent, significantly lower than 2018's 82 percent. 
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Despite some discouraging numbers, Sirios 
laid out points of pride to take away from the results. 

She noted that all students from third to sixth grade 
outperformed the state in ELA and math for achievement, 
while fifth grade outperformed the state in science. 

Sixty-seven percent of sixth grade students met or 
exceeded expectations in math compared to the state's 52 
percent. Fifty-nine percent of fifth grade students met or 
exceeded expectations in science compared to the state's 
49 percent. Both third and fifth grade scored 11 percent 
higher than the state for the percentage of students 
meeting and exceeding ELA expectations. 

"When I take the 35,000-foot view across the 
district, what I really see is that our students are doing 
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better than the state and they are holding their own," 
White said. "What I feel is not happening is we are not 
growing enough or our rigor isn't pushing to the next 
level." 

The Sippican staff was able to look at the results 
down to content of each question asked. 

"They were having those 'aha' moments," Siriois 
said. "Like, no wonder they didn't do well on this, it was 
only covered twice while [the students] were here. We 
looked at coherence maps, looking at what sixth graders 
did poorly in and then looking back and adjusting for 
grades five and four, accordingly. It's important to realize, 
in third grade, it's not what is taught in third grade but 
what was taught in second and first grade that is really 
important." 

Sirios presented action steps to adjust the 
curriculum based on the results. One of the steps was 
to "intentionally teach and reinforce computer skills 
including keyboarding, highlighting text, cutting and 
pasting, drag and drop, comparing informational sources, 
etcetera." 

The new generation MCAS is designed to 
be taken on a computer. Students are expected to be 
technologically equipped to take the test. 

"We know that as students get accustomed to 
taking the test online and doing the kinds of things that 
are necessary," White said, "that they have to be able to 
maneuver not only the knowledge of the content they are 
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involved in, but the technical as well. Those are all things 
that are a must in today's society to pass this test."

OC Football Battles Back, Remains Undefeated

Old Colony football almost saw its unbeaten 
season slip away. But "almost" doesn't count in football. 

For the first time all season, the Cougars allowed 
a team to score twice in a half, with Upper Cape scoring

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded half by the 
Sippican Historical Society and half by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission. Due to the limits of funding, not 
all of the historic buildings were surveyed, but over 100 
were catalogued and photographed. The results of the 
survey are in digital form on the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission's website and in four binders in the Sippican 
Historical Society's office (and at the Marion Town Clerk's 
office). 

Marion (Old 
Rochester) 
is one of the

an extensive collection of documentation on its historic 
buildings.

Transfer Stations, Landfills and Dumps

My friend Bob tells how his family once lived in 
the town dump. Bob did not live in the town dump, but 
his story resonated with me. The 1920 town census listed 
my grandmother as living in a sand pit. 

Seven houses now sit on the land my friend 
Bob referred as the town dump. It is directly across the 
street from the Mattapoisett Town Hall and is known as 
Mahoney's Lane. In the early days of Mattapoisett when 
most everybody lived in the village it was indeed the 
town dump. As years passed it became evident that a 
more suitable location had to be found as the depository 
of Mattapoisett's trash. 

Before there was a Dunkin' Donuts and a 7 Eleven 
hard by Salty the Seahorse there was a Salvation Army 
store, before that an A&P Supermarket and before that 
there was infamous town dump of my youth. 

Every Wednesday was burning day when the 
pile was set ablaze. The smoke would drift across Rt. 6 
and engulfed our tiny neighborhood like a dense fog on 
a summer morning engendering a weekly epidemic of 
coughing, sore throats and burning eyes not to mention 
the stench. We could hear the seagulls call as they circled 
the carcasses of discarded treasures. And then there were 
the rats. 

In the summer the pile of rubble would swell to

massive proportions. In the fall the summer residents 
would depart leaving only the refuse of the year-round 
villagers. 

Before long the village was relieved of its 
suffering when the dump was moved, again, along with 
the seagulls and rats, to what in those days were the 
outskirts of the town. Its new home was alongside the 
abandoned railroad bed now known as Industrial Drive 
just west of Mahoney's store. On weekends my father 
would let me drive our blue 1955 Chevy station wagon to 
the dump to make our weekly deposit. 

Currently the dump, or transfer station, as it is 
now called, where you have to pay to unload your trash, 
resides farther north into what were once the boondocks. 
The State closed most dumps and sanitary landfills for 
all the right reasons. They polluted the ground water, 
contaminated wells and caused all manner of problems. 

Somehow though, I miss the dump, perhaps 
because I got my son's first bike at one. Actually it was 
a red tricycle in perfect condition. It must have been 
in someone's trunk and they left it there by accident 
when they took it out to get to that week's trash. They 
were probably talking to someone and got distracted. 
You'd meet your friends at the dump. At election time 
all the politicians, would-be politicians and candidates 
from selectman to fence viewer (do we still have fence 
viewers?) would gather with their red and blue signs. 
Sometimes they would be green if an Irish person was 
running. Scouts or little leaguers would often accost you 
requesting a donation. 

Trash is mostly picked up by a commercial service 
now. The dump, er sanitary landfill, er, transfer station 
is mostly used for "clean" refuse and broken household 
belongings. 

Oh, by the way, grandma did not live in a sand 
pit. She lived in a small house on what is now Driscoll 
Lane. The sand pit was nearby where now many fine 
homes have been built to create a nice neighborhood.

I accept the charge of "hovering" because I have had to 
rescue her from falls, etc., and I find it hard to switch 
gears between rescuing her and letting her do things that 
could lead to a fall.

3 from Hell. Starring Sheri Moon Zombie and Bill 
Moseley. Directed by Rob Zombie. Running time: 116 
minutes. Available in R-rated or unrated versions on 
physical or streaming home media. 

So it turns out that Sid Haig's Captain Spaulding 
was the corroded soul of Rob Zombie's "Firefly" films. 
Haig, who went to the great grindhouse theater in the 
sky this past September 21, was front and center, a leering 
psychotic ball of greasepaint and rage, in Zombie's House 
of 1000 Corpses (2003) and The Devil's Rejects (2005). In the 
new, much-belated third film, 3 from Hell, Haig has one 
vehemently defiant scene early on, and then ol' Captain 
Spaulding gets the death penalty. (Haig was supposed to 
have a much bigger role, of course, but his health forbade 
it.) Although the striking Richard Brake takes over what 
would have been Spaulding's grisly activity and is 
perfectly fine at it, Haig is dearly missed. 

Given the choice of having Haig for a matter of 
minutes or not doing the film at all, I don't know which 
I would have chosen (nor do I know if Zombie had the 
option to pull the movie's plug). I do wonder, though, 
why 3 from Hell was made, because the rotgut masterwork 
Devil's Rejects was a perfect, hard, diamond-like finish to 
the story of the Firefly family rounded out by Spaulding's 
daughter Baby (Sheri Moon Zombie), who makes Mallory 
Knox look like Mallory Keaton, and her adopted brother 
Otis Driftwood (Bill Moseley). At the end of Devil's 
Rejects , it certainly seemed as though Zombie had given 
them a Viking funeral and Peckinpah send-off all in one, 
but they survived the police onslaught ("twenty bullets in 
each body" we're told here), and Baby and Otis spend ten 
years in prison. 

Cut to 1988. Baby is up for parole (hilariously) 
and Otis is sprung from a road crew by his half-brother 
Foxy (Brake). Soon enough, the three are on the lam, 
menacing enemies and strangers alike, and we get the 
depressing feeling we've seen this before. Baby does her 
drifty, swaying-cobra routine that snaps into lethal focus, 
and Otis drops pompously demonic pronouncements 
like a dinner-theater Manson. The usual gnarly sadism, 
vintage needle-drops, language that would make a 
Marine blush, and rather offensively offhanded nudity 
follow. (I am not as convinced as Rob Zombie apparently 



was that a Firefly victim, courageously played by Sylvia 
Jefferies, needed to be stripped naked and then be knifed 
to death in that state on someone's front lawn. The death, 
and her suffering, would have had equal impact if she'd 
been allowed to stay clothed.) 

I've only seen the unrated cut of 3 from Hell, so 
I'm not sure what bits of grue (a gory woman blubbering 
while her flensed face hangs on a tree; intestines out 
where we can see them; the results of arrows, machetes, 
and bullets versus flesh) made it into the R-rated version 
— but who, given the choice, is going to opt for watered- 
down Rob Zombie, anyway? The thing is. Zombie has 
already freaked us out with most of this violence before; 
even the bit with the disembodied face is a variation on a 
much stronger scene in Devil's Rejects. Zombie probably 
wanted to get the old gang back together for one last 
bloody ride, and that's understandable (as long as it is a 
last ride and we don't see another of these damn things 
in 2025). Zombie has gifts; he really does. And I'd rather 
see him using them with fresh material than repeating 
himself, which is what he did to some extent in 2016's 31 
and also here. 

Zombie, 54, will probably never change. If he lives 
to be 80 and he's still able, he'll still be making second- 
generation grindhouse fare in his jittery greasy-grimy- 
gopher-guts aesthetic — I don't expect to see Zombie's 
Ikiru or Fanny and Alexander. But B-movie integrity can 
be as much of a trap as insincere Hollywood romps; past 
a certain point, both approaches start to feel inorganic. 

The Devil's Rejects felt like a story Zombie just had to 
tell, and a story that nobody else could tell so sharply. 

3 from Hell doesn't. Again, it seems to have no urgent 
reason to exist, except perhaps to give us a last glimpse of 
Captain Spaulding (if not Sid Haig, who will still appear 
posthumously in two more films by other directors). So, 
hooray for Captain Spaulding. The rest of 'em, not so 
much. 
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breaks and more time to be with my kids without being 
told that I am a horrible person for wanting to go out.
